The  Education  Committee 
of  the  South  Shore  Art  Center 
in  Cohasset  has  announced 
the  addition  of  a certificate 
program  in  drawing  and  paint- 
ing as  another  important  step 
forward  in  the  Center's  ex- 
pansion of  cultural  services. 

Beginning  in  classes  this 
fall,  students  may  choose  to 
complete  requirements  for  an 
Art  Center  Certificate  that  will 
represent  successful  comple- 
tion of  basic  courses  in  draw- 
ing, painting,  art  anatomy, 
color  and  design  and  art 
appreciation  plus  elective 
courses  in  portrait,  landscape, 
crafts  and  3-D.  Present  stu- 
dents may  count  four  terms  of 
courses  taken  at  South  Shore 


Art  Center  in  the  past  three 
years  toward  their  certificate; 
certificate  work  should  be 
completed  four  years  from  the 
beginning  date  but  students 
may  petition  for  extension. 

As  in  the  past,  all  Center 
courses  including  courses 
credited  through  the  Massa- 
chusetts College  of  Art  Con- 
tinuing Education  Program 
can  be  taken  individually  with- 
out certificate  or  credit  status. 

The  Center  is  offering  an 
eight-week  term  of  classes 
plus  Special  Workshops  and 
Gallery  Tours  starting  with  the 
Fall  Open  House  on  Sunday. 
Sept.  16  at  4 p.m.  with  most 
classes  beginning  the  week  of 
Sept.  24.
